The campaign 
of 1018 in 
Rush I 
county will really start the first of 
the year, due to several changes in 
the primary election law made by the 
last legislature. 
The political m a­ 
chinery will really be put in motion 
next Tuesday, when under the pro­ 
visions of the law, the 
Republican 
and Democratic county chairmen will 
name a member each for the county 
board of registration 
and election 
commissioners. 
'These 
two 
ap­ 
pointees, with the county clerk, will 
compose the board. 
As a result of 
the changes in the law there has been 
considerable confusion in the minds 
of the 
voters as well as 
political 
leaders. 
The board to be named will 
have charge of both the registration 
and election. 
The changes in the 
law will have a tendency to make 
polities the entire year, it is believed 
here. 
The election and registration com­ 
missioners for 1918 
must be ap­ 
pointed on Tuesday, January I. 
The 
language of the law on this point is 
as follows: 


“In each county of the state the 
clerk of the circuit court and two 
qualified electors by him appointed, 
one for each of the two political p a r­ 
ties that cast the largest number of 
votes for the office of secretary of 
state in the last preceding general 
election, shall constitute a county 
board of registration commissioners, 
lereinafter called 
the registration 
i)oard 
Such registration board shall 
also serve and perform the duties of 
the county board of primary election 
commissioners and also the duties of 
the county board of election com­ 
missioners, as provided by law. 


“The 
appointment of 
said two 
qualified electors to the registration 
board 
shall be made on 
the first 
Tuesday in the month of January in 
each year in which a general elec­ 
tion is held, and if prior to that time, 
the chairman of the county central 
committee of either party that cast 
the largest number of votes for the 
office of secretary of state in the last 
preceding general election shall nom­ 
inate in writing a qualified voter of 
his own party residing in the county 
for such appointment, the said clerk 
of the circuit 
court shall 
appoint 
such nominee.” 
The law states that the board ahal 
organize for registration 
purposes 
on the third 
Monday in March, by 
appointing a chief clerk of registra­ 
tion and a deputy clerk, also assist­ 
ant clerks if such are needed. 
The 
actual work of registering voters, 
however, will not start until the sec­ 
ond Monday in April. 
The registra­ 
tion board will be in session 
from 
that time on “until Monday, the 29th 
day before 
the 
general 
election, 
which last named 
day shall be the 
last on which a voter may register.” 


No registration is required to vote 
a t the 
primary, which, 
under the 
change in the law, will be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon­ 
day in May. This will make the date 
for the primary May 7. 
A candidate wanting his name to 
appear on the ballot of his party in 
tile primary must file a declaration 
with the county clerk setting forth 
the name of the office for which he 
seeks nomination at least 30 days 
and not more than 60 days 
before 
the date of the primary. This means 
that candidates will begin announc­ 
ing themselves in March and April. 
In cases where those seeking nomi­ 
nation of state offices the declara­ 
tion is filed with the 
secretary of 
state. 
The 
method of 
organizing the 
state, county and district commit­ 
tees will lie the same as in 1916. The 
precinct committeemen will be named 
in the primary and they will 
later 
name the county chairmen, who in 
turn will name the district chairmen.

Perhaps 
after all, Great Britain, France, and 
America are not so simple as to 
fight merely for fche freedom of the 
Poles,

and

Slavs, but fight rather for political 
reasons for securing the guaranty 
of an Austria independent of Ger- 
many and not ruled from Berlin. It 
has" ibeen asserted that, the alliance 
with Germany is indissoluble, but 
nothing on earth s indissoluble. Ev- 
en if the union is so firm, circum- 
stances may arise to render its 
continuance 
impossible,

the actual existence of the country. 
Referririg fo Count Czernin, he call- 
ed' the -count's peace conditions 
nothing but phrases. They were no 
conditions at all, but only a design- 
ation of the situation which should 
prevail after, pea'ce. They were not 
ev«n,.as the count modestly t'laimed, 
his own ideas, bilt were "made in 
America"; that is, they wero Presi- 
den Wilson's ideas put forth at a 
time when America was at peace.

last legislature.

chinery will ideally be put in motion 
next Tuesday, when under the pro- 
visions of the law, the Republican 
and Democratic county chairmen wil 
name a member each for the countj 
board of registratio'n 
arid election 


commissioners. 
These two 
ap- 


pointees, with the county clerk, wil 
compose the board. As a result ol 
the changes in the law there has been 
considerable confusion in the minds 
of thff voters 'as well as political 
leaders. The board to be named will 
have charge of both the registration 
and election. 
The changes in the 


will have a tendency to make 


politics ihe entire year, it is believed 
iiere. 


The election and registration com- 


missioners for 1918 must be ap- 
pointed on Tuesday, January 1. The 
anguage of the law on this point is 
as follows: 


"In each county of the state the 


clerk of the circuit court and two 
qualified electors by him appointed, 
one for each of the two political par- 
ties that east the largest number of 
votes for the office of secretary of 
state in the last preceding "general 
election, shall constitute a county 
joard of registration commissioners, 
hereinafter called

board Such registration board shall 
ilso serve -and perform the duties of 
the county board of primary election 
commissioners and also the duties of 
ie county board of election com- 
missioners, as provided by law.
